To Make Maosroons.

For making macaroons flavored 
witli lemon this recipe will bo found 
of ’value: Beat the yolks of four 
eggs Until very light with one pound 
of powdered white sugar, then whisk 
the whites of four eggs to a stiff 
froth. 
Beat into tho beaten eggs 
and sugar the grated peel of one 
lémon and a half teaspoohful of 
grated tmtmeg. 
Mix in lastly and 
in sciali 
quantities 
the frothed 
whites and six ouiices of flour. Holl 
the mixture into small balls, rub 
butter over them and lay them on 
a buttered paper, leaving a space 
between euch. Bake in a not oven. 


To Test Flour. 


In the first place, see that it is 
w'hite with a faint yellow tinge. 
Then take some of it up in your 
land and press it. It will fall apart 
i odsély, iiot in lumps. Rub some of 
it between your fingers. It will not 
feel entirely smooth and powdery, 
but you will be able faintly to dis­ 
tinguish the 'different particles. Put, 
a little of it between vour teeth and 
chew. 
It will crunch a little and 
the' taste will bo sweet and nutty, 
without any aridity—that is, if it is 
-*ft good bread flour it will do all thes* 
things. 


Canning Snap Beans. 


Take fresh snap beans, string and 
cut them as if lor immediato use.

:n.the bottom of a crock aqd sprin­ 
kle over them a half cup of salt. 
Add another layer of beans, then 
more ijalt, until the jar is filled, hav­ 
ing the salt at the top. 
Cover 
air tight.. 
Those will keep all win­ 
ter and taste almost as well as fresh 
ones in the spring. 
When ready to 
use, take some of the beans and souk 
overnight to get o’tf the superfluous 
salt. Cook like fresh beans. 


Washing Lace Qloves. 


Lace or silk 
gloves should be 
washed on the hands in tepid wa­ 
ter and afterward rinsed in several 
cleàr tepid waters while still bn the 
hand’ Do not pass the soap through 
tljo.hands, but always use the sud» 
dod water. 
A drop or two of am­ 
monia in the'second "aud last, rins­ 
ing waters will prevent the gloves 
from becoming yellow. These wash­ 
able gloves should be allowed to dry 
Q7\ the h&nds. 
If removed while 
only partly dry they will stretch 
out of shape. 


Paint Smell Remoter. 


The smell of paint, which is so 
injurious to health, is easily re­ 
moved from a room by standing in 
it a pail of cold water containing a 
large handful of hay or a cut up on­ 
ion or two. Tho water allme would 
answer the purpose, but not st> 
quickly as with the addition of the 
hoy or onions. 
Leave the p;iil in 
the room for some hours, and then 
i f ; thè painty smell still lingers 
throw away its contents, till it us be­ 
fore and leave it again to finish its 
work. 


Delicate Lace Collars» 


Do not wash these. 
Sow them 
carefully on to pieces of white cot 
ton cloth and dip intò a little ben 
zine. 
Squeeze out into the hand 
once or twice and dry in n towel. 
Then .put. them out. in tho air to let 
the smell evaporate. 
Whcju quite 
free of this iron carefully. 
Then 
remove from the calico. 


C are of B rass B edsteads. 


Brass bedsteads should be dusted 
with a soft cloth every day, and if 
the brass looks soiled rub it with 
u cloth slightly moistened 
with 
sweet oil and then polish it with 
chamois leather.

Good varnish with enough red 
lead ground in oil to make it work 
lik e paint. 
The less rust there is on 
the iron to start with the better sat­ 
isfaction you will have.

element is represented by Boulyglu, 
minister' of the interior, and General 
Trepolf, minister of police.

It is almost 
free. 
The ‘underground pivss,’ which 
Is described In ‘The W'hite Terror and 
the Ited,’ is not much more radical 
than tho regular papers. 
Even the 
conservative papers denounce the ad­ 
visers of the czar. 
W hat Is likely to 
liappeu is that the czar will yield, that 
the zemstvo representatives will bo 
allowed to meet and will practically 
dictate terms for a representative gov­ 
ernment, free speech and amnesty for 
political offenders.
